revealed when her body was exhumed 


here on April 20, died of nicotine 
poison, Coroner Hoffman announcei 
ast night. 

The finding contradicted the death 
certificate, which ascribed the fatality 
to diphtheria and accompanied the 


woman's body here in a sealed casket 
on April 12. 3 


The body was exhumed by the coro- 


ner at the request of Miss Vance's 


father, William W. Vance, a dentist of : 


Glencoe. Later Dr. Vance requested 
that the investigation be discontinued, 
but the coroner refused. 

The jatter made public his findings 
last night, backed by Coroner’s Physi- 
cian Burmeister and Coroner’s Chem- 
ist McNally. 

He declared two grains of essence of 
nicotine had been found in the wom- 
an’s body. 

New Mystery Arises. 

From Los Angeles, where Miss 
Vance died, came equally positive as- 
sertions that her death was due to 
diphtheria; that the physician who di- 
agnosed the case, was employed by the 
California board of health, and that 
diphtheria cultures were reported by 
the health board. 

As a result of the conflicting claims 
a mystery, which Coroner Hoffman de- 
clares may develop into a murder case 
has been revived. Entangled in the 
mystery are Miss Vance; Robert 8S. 
Lockhart, her supposed fiancé, a 
wealthy retired merchant of Coving- 
ton, Va., who is married and has five 
daughters; Miss Vance’s aunt by mar- 
riage, Mrs. Flora Deldine of Los An- 
geles, and other relatives and friends.

Story of the Tragedy. 

Miss Vance left Chicago in March, 
1920, to visit relatives, Mr. and Mrs. 
Burt E. Emery of’ Los Angeles. While 
on the train she met a man who gave 
his name as Lockhart. : 

* He’s the nicest man,” she told Mr. 
and Mrs. Emery on her arrival. “Can 
he call?” 

Lockhart called—and called again. 
Before long Miss Vance whispered to 
the Emerys that they were engaged. 

Lockhart purchased a “ honeymoon 
bungalow” in Hollywood. Then he 
went east, presumably to Covington, 
and returned with two of his daugh- 
ters. Lockhart, Miss Vance, and the 
two girls went to live in the bungalow. 

Mr. and Mrs. Emery protested, they 
said, but in vain. Then Miss Vance’s 
health began to fail. There was an 
operation on March 28 last. 

After the operation Miss Vance re- 
peatedly declared, “I want to die; 
there’s nothing left to live for.” 

On April 5 she died at the home of 
her aunt, Mrs. Deldine, to whom she 
bequeathed her interest in the “love 
bungalow.”

The story of how Judge Kickham 
Scanlan was warned by a representa-

Everett A. Harding, who posed as a 
cousin of President Harding, was in- 
dicted yesterday by the federal grand 
jury on a charge of impersonating a 
government official. The basis for the 
indictment lay in young Harding’s 
boast that he not only was a cousin of 
the President, but his “ confidential sec- 
retary,” with the “right to distribute 
federal patronage throughout Illinois.” 

Everett Harding gained national 

prominence a few days before the in- 
auguration, when he solemnly an- 
nounced that, as the president elect’s 
“ cousin,” he would journey to the cap- 
ital in a private car and would be 
pleased to have “ personal friends and 
relatives” accompany him. Later the 
Pennsylvania railroad announced Ev- 
erett's $2,000 check for the private car 
had been returned marked “ n6 funds.”

OF YOUNG DALTON 


Boy’s Age Stressed in 
$772,000 T heft. 


Extenuating circumstances and the 
great temptation placed in the way 
of Williamin Dalton, the 16 year 
old bank clerk now on trial before 
Chief Justice McDonald charged with 
the embezzlement of $772,000 in Lib- 
erty bonds from the Northern Trust 
company, were the arguments brought 
forth in his defense yesterday.

The confession of young Dalton after 
he was arrested near Bloomington was 
the principal evidence introduced.

RACE BOMBS AND BOOMERANGS. 


Chicago, April 26.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Whatever may be the solution of 
the difficult problem of race prejudice 
on the south side, it is manifestly clear 
that the methods of violence now being 
practiced are worse than folly. They 
not only make the situation more de- 
plorable than ever but they accomplish 
the opposite of what they desire. In- 
stead of frightening the colored people 
so that they will leave the district, they 
‘only make these people more determined 
that ever not to yield to such barbaric 
methods. Had any one mingled with the 
excited colored people who gathered in 
front of the building that was bombed 
Monday night and heard the intensely 


perpetrators of the deed, who must have 
been indifferent to the fact that it meant 
probable murder in cold blood, he would 
realize that they were frustrating the 
object of their attack. ‘The colored peo- 
ple do not intend to move. | 

Not only so but the methods are driv- 
ing away white people, the families the 
enemies of the colored residents desire 
to retain. Some months ago a prominent 
resident on Grand boulevard declared 
to some of his friends that he had de- 
cided to remain permanently. In a few 
weeks a house near-by was bombed be- 
cause the occupant had sold a piece of 
property to a colored man. Not many 
weeks later the papers announced that 
the prominent citizen had exchanged his 
property for some north side apartment. 
It is true that property deteriorates in 
value because of the incoming of the col- 
ored people. They regretfully adniit this 
fact. But they cannot live within the old 
limits of their former residence. Thovu- 
sands were brought here during the war, 
who made it inevitable that they should 
overrun their former limits. The most 
self-respecting ones desire to live in re- 
spectable neighborhoods. Had there been 
some sort of kindly and just conferences 
maintained in a spirit of fairness on both 
sides something might have been peace- 
fully accomplished to adjust the problem. 
At this point some sort of conference

DISEASE OF CABBAGE. 
URN every cabbage plant upside 
down and examine both the top 
and the bottom side of the leaves 
before. setting them the 
ground. This is necessary if you 


ing big chubby heads of cabbage this 
summer, for botanists have found 
many of the young seedlings to be 
injured by a disease called yellows 
that is commonly found in middle 
west cabbage patches. 

Many of the most dangerous dis- 
eases are carried into gardens on 
plants, and growers are warned to 
avoid the destructive pests by elim- 
inating diseased plants at transplant- 
ing time. Cabbage plants that are 
used this spring should be examined 
before they are set out. 

In buying plants, examine them care- 
fully before you accept them. Those 
with yellow leaves are probably dis- 
eased. The plants with yellow leaves 


are also dwarfed and twisted. A test 
recommended by botanists is to split 
the stem with a knife, 
tissue is’ diseased there will be dark 


and if the 


brown streaks in the sap tubes near 
the edge of the halved stem. 

If plants are; set out in this con- 
dition they may live for a while, but 
they will die within a short time, or, 
if they live, heads will not form and 
the ground would be wasted. 

A few diseased plants are enough to 
infest a whole garden within a short 
time. It is not safe to use plants that 
are apparently healthy if they are 
grown along with diseased plants.

“QQ” Loan Success Big Factor. 


So far as the day’s impressions in W'al] 
street Were concerned, the really donii- 
nant influence undoubtedly was the aft- 
ernoon announcement that the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy loan subscription 
would be closed tomorrow, with the im- 
plication that the Success of the $230,- 
- 000,000 offering was assured. 

Assuming that result, it would natural- 
ly remain to be learned to what propor- 
tionate extent the applicants have been 
holders of the old “ joint 4s” of 1901 who 
are converting those bonds into the new
